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“THE MASSACRE OF THE INNOCENTS.” 
THAT summary suppression of business for which the House 
of Commons cannot find time at the fag end of a laborious 
Session known to fame as the “ Massacre of the Innocents” was 
commenced on Monday night. No less than fifty Government 
bills then stood upon the notice paper, nine of which were 
put out of the way in due form, The formality was, we sus- 
pect, a sort of prelibation to the greater sacrifice which must 
soon follow. It reminds us of two facts, neither of which 
will be unacceptable to the Honse or to the public : the first, 
that the Representation of the People: Bill has occupied the 
greater part of the Session, but not, as on some former occasions, 
without important practical results ; and the second that the 
holi¢ays are close at hand, Never before, we imagine, has so 
excellent an excuse for abandoning half-finished work been 
available. Time has not been frittered away in idle talk, nor 
has it been wasted in sterile party contests, There have been 
six months and upwards of really hard work ; and, what is 
mere to the purpose, there is something proportionate to show 
for it, With a much better grace than could be assumed by 
the leader of the House on previous occasions of a similar 
kind, Mr. Disraeli withdrew his first batch of doomed mea- 
sures at the beginning of the week ; and, should he find him- 
self, as we suspect he will, under the necessity of surrendering 
the greater number of those which remain, he may take to 
himself the consoling reflection that what has been accom- 
plished will attract public regard far more strongly than what 
must be given up as for the present unattainable, 

We are sorry that the bill for prohibiting public meetings 
in the Royal parks was not included in the list of those which 
were consigned to the limbo of abortions, We do not object 
to the end sought to be secured by this measure, There is a 
place as well as a time for all things; and the metropolitan 
parks, in whomsoever the jurisdiction in reference to them is 
legally vested, are places for popular recreation, not for poli- 
tical discussion and demonstrations, Asa rule, this may be 
safely assumed and carried into effect with the tacit concurrence 
of all parties, The only exceptions to the rule likely to occur 
are such as arise out of intense political excitement, especially 
among the more multitudinons classes of the population 
Now, the adoption of Household Suffrage, whatever else it 
may fail of effecting, can hardly fail of putting a natural 
close to monster gatherings ; for people who have votes will 
use them at the pcll-booths in preference to the less effectual 
weapons which must be employed elsewhere. The occasion 
for political processions through the streets, and parades in 
the parks, hes happily passed away, and is not likely to 
return, and with the occasion this bill might have been safely 
and gracefully suffered to lapse. It re-opens an old 
wound which was in the process of healing itself. The 
determination of the Home Office to push it through, wears 
an appearance of chagrin at former defeats, and of desire to 
avenge them, At any rate, it is calculated to provoke angry 
passions, and unnecessarily, as well as ungracionsly, to mar 
the satisfaction with which the measure of Parliamentary 
Reform bas been received by the working classes, The bill 
has been read a second time by a large majority. Mr. Hardy 
would surely be wise to let it rest there. It is certainly not 
urgent in its character, and, as certainly, it is mistimed, It 
reeks to do in an injudicious and irritating manner what will 
be better done without aid of its provisions, 

There are two measures which will be found in the list of 
the spared, upon the completion of which the attention of the 
House of Commons may be much more usefully employed 
duwiing the brief and busy interval which is yet at its com- 
mand, The first of these is the Factories Act Extension Bill. 
We described the leading features of this measure and spoke 
of them generally in terms of warm approbation when the bill 
was introduced by Mr. Walpole, then the Home Secretary, Mr. 
Disraeli alluded to it on Monday as one which was likely to lead 
to some discussion, and, of course, he is in the best position to 
judge. But we earnestly hope that the measure will pass through 
its future stages without any serious or prolonged contest. 
The soundness of its principle is admitted on all hands, and 
by none more frankly than by those who once objected to the 
protective interposition of the Legislature in-favour of women 
and children employed in great manafacturing establishments. 
That some such bill is imperatively called for none will deny 
who have read the report of the Commissioners on which Mr. 
Walpole’s measure is founded, No doubt its details demand 
careful consideration ; but they have been before the country 
for some months, and such amendments as they need may be 
made without exposing the bill to serious danger, or occupying 
too much of the remaining time of the House of Commons, 

The bill of Mr, M‘Cullagh Torrens for improving the dwell- 
ings of the labouring poor in the metropolis might also, we 
think, be proceeded with, Other suitors for Parliamentary 
attention—continuance bills excepted—may, some of them 
with great advantage, most of them with little loss, to the 
country, wait a more convenient opportuyity, or, in other 
words, be relegated to the next Session, 

The annual “ massacre of the innocents” is not creditable 
to Parliament. It suggests one of two conclusions—either 
that the transaction of the business which comes before it is 
sadly mismanaged, or that it is far too heavy to admit of 
being satisfactorily disposed of within the ordinary time 
allotted to legislative labour, The first inference we hold to 
be beside the truth, Speaking in general terms, we should 
say that the methods adhered to for the efficient discharge 
of its functions by Parliament are admirable, and will admit 
of but trifling improvement, In @he House of Commons, 
perhapr, there is some snperfluity of talk; but even this 
hindrance to a rapid dispatch of business has large 
compensations in a really deliberative assembly. The 
source of the eyil complained of—namely, the vast accuma- 


lation of arrears towards the end of every Session—will be 
found in the jealousy of both Houses, and particularly of the 
popular House, of parting with any portion of their power— 
and, indeed, of any semblance of it, They insist upon super- 
intending and authorising every little local change for which 
law must provide the requisite facilities, They thereby take 
upon themselves an immense mass of engagements for the fal- 
filment of which they are but ill qualified, and which might be 
much better performed by properly organised local bodies, 
What is wanted is a judicious division of legislative labours 
into imperial and provincial— Parliament reserving to itself the 
former, and handing over the latter to lesser deliberative 
authorities, To some such arrangement, we are convinced, it 
will have to come sooner or later—all the sooner, we think, in 
consequence of the wide enfranchisement it has conferred upon 
the people by the Reform Bill, With such a multitudinous 
constituency as it will henceforth possess, the demands made 
upon its attention and time may be expected to increase to an 
enormous extent, and the only chance of that demand being 
adequately met will lie in assigning to other hands some part 
of the field which no single Legislature can adequately 
occupy. 

There is no member of either House who has stepped into 
the place vacated by the late Lord Lyndhurst, who was 
accustomed, before each Session reached its term, to review 
the achievements of the Government al ongside of its promises ; 
and if there were it is more than probable that, in spite of 
the long list of measures which will have to be thrown over- 
board, he would this year forego his vocation, Success, like 
charity, covers a multitude of sins, Her Majesty’s Ministers 
have more than met public expectation in the one matter 
upon which its desire was fixed, No one will care to sum up 
their failures in the face of that signal and little-anticipated 
triumph, The “massacre of the innocents” is almost lost 
sight of in the blaze of the crowning victory of the Session, 
and members, dismissed to their homes, will leave town with 
a consciousness that the Session of 1867 will be memorable 
in all f uture time, 


FOR EIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 
(From our own CSrrespondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, July 25, 
UNLEss we are favoured with a visit from the Emperor of Austria, 
the Paris season, which has already run its accustomed length, will 
be speedily brought toaclose. It is true we have the Kings of 
Portugal and Bavaria to entertain, and the Viceroy of Egypt has 
been again amongst us, spending half his evenings, it is said, at the 
Variétés, fascinated by Mdlle. Schneider’s performance of the Grande 
Duchesse de Gérolstein, He has now gone to Vichy, for the benefit 
of the waters, I presume, and the pair of Sovereigns mentioned 
above are taking matters very quietly. They will, of course, be 
asked to dine and dance at the Tuileries and, perhaps, at the Hotel 

e Ville; but this, I fancy, will be the extent of the festivities that 
will be given in their honour. The absence of the Empress at 
Osborne has naturally imparted a fristesse to the French Court 
during the past few days, so that, altogether, Paris is not quite so 
gay as it was a few weeks back. 

“he Senate have approved the measure for abolishing imprison- 
ment for debt ; the new law has, moreover, been promulgated in the 
Moniteur ; and the doors of Clichy, if not already throwa wide open 
to allow the egress of jubilant debtors, will be so ere many hours 
have elapsed. In Monday's sitting of the Legislative Body the 
whole of the ordinary budget for 1868 was voted by 240 against 
15 votes ; and on Wednesday, after the successive adoption of the 
budgets for all the ministries, the extraordinary budget was agreed 
to in its entirety by 249 against 15 votes. The President then read 
a decree closing the session, and the members dispersed amid shouts 
of “ Long live the Emperor!” 

The Palais de I'Industrie, in the Champs Elysées, has been put to 
a severe test within the last few days, for what is styled an inter- 
national competition of national music has there taken place. For five 
hours Austrian, Russian, Prussian, French, Dutch, Spanish, Belgian, 
Baden, and Bavarian military bands played against each other, making 
the iron girders tremble and the glass roof vibrate. As is often 
the case with a course of wine-tasting, the judges had too much of a 
good thing — their ears were at fault and they did not know how to 
award the prizes. Eventually the diffienlty seems to have been got 
over by giving a prize of some sort to every nation that was repre- 
sented at the competition. This brings the musical fétes at the 
Palais de I'Industrie to a close, and the building will now be restored 
to its ordinary state ; the trophies and the parterres of flowers that 
graced it on the day the prizes were distributed having been 
already removed. Among these elegant trophies formed of ob- 
jects selected from the Exhibition which best represented the 
different classes into which the multitudinous collection displayed 
in the Champ de Mars is divided (and which, by-the-way, were 
all arranged by Frenchmen), the second group was composed of 
objects pertaining to the liberal arts ; and an English firm of photo- 
graphers, Messrs. Lock and Whitfield, had the great hononr of 
having their beautifally-coloured miniature portraits of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales selected to represent the high development 
which portrait photography has attained in this group. No other 
photographic portraits—neither French, German, Belgian, Italian, 
ner Scandinavian—were displayed ; but solely the group of minia- 
tures to which I have referred above. 

A case has just been decided before the Courts here, which has 
given rise to numerous comments in the pay It seems that, on 
the evening the Sovereigns went in state to Opera, a M. Germain 
Casse ventured to shout out “ Vive la Polo gne,” whereupon he was 
arrested by a group of policemen, Inu the full belief that in the cry 
in question there was nothing contrary to French law he resisted 
this arrest, for which offence, after being confined in prison 
thirty-five days, and being allowed to go at liberty ten days more, 
he was bronght to trial and sentenced to a further term of imprison- 
ment for three months, not for, crying “ Vive la Pologne,” for this 
is admitted to be no offence, bul for resisting the police agents, who 
were, moreover, in plain clothes, 

It is the general opinion over here that Prussia is preparing for 
war, and close observers of what is going on believe that the French 
Government are doing the same, So soon as the Exhibition and its 
excitements are over, and we have retur ned to our ordinary normal 
condition, we shall have the French pa pers reopening the old sore. 
Unless some general European imbroglio arises which will afford 
France and Pruasia the opportunity to range themselves on opposite 
sides, these two Powers will have to get 74 a quarrel on their own 
account for the purpose of settling which shall dominate in the 
affairs of the Continent, If the Prussians are satisfied with their 
position, the French certainly are not content with theirs, 

PORTUGAL, 

An extraordinary session of the Cortes was held on Tuesday, when 
Dom Fernando took the oath of allegiance with the usual formalities, 
in consequence of his assumption of the Regency during the King’s 
absence.

ITALY.

AUSTRALIA.

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THE House of Peers has read the Reform Bill the second time, 
without a division. The debate, which lasted two nights, was 
of a becoming character, The oratory of the Lords upon 
occasion rises to adignity, both as regards matter and manner, 
which, perhaps, we may look for with indifferent success in 
another place in the times which are coming. Each Peer 
speaks as if he desired less to take a brilliant part in aspirited 
debate than to leave on record a declaration of his own per- 
sonal convictions, and therefore what the discussion loses in 
smartness it more than gains in seriousness; and no one will 
say that any seriousness can be superfluous on such an occa- 
sion as that which is now offered to the Peers of the realm 
for the enunciation of their views on an enormous change 
in the character of the representation. It is to the high 
credit of their Lordships that, with every temptation 
to speak as alarmists and to despair of the future for- 
tunes of a kingdom which the Peers probably believe is 
about to be subjected to a domination alien to the traditions 
of an hereditary senate, they have set to all moderate and 
hopeful men an example of the way in which English states- 
men should confront a crisis. There have been vaticinations, 
indeed ; and the defences offered by those who are officially 
bound to support the Reform Bill have been somewhat por- 
functory ; but the House of Lords as a body has delivered 
itself courageously and rationally, and has shown itself ready 
to take its part with loyalty in the struggle which so many 
They have not listened to the 
voices which said that aristocracy was sentenced to death ; 
they have not “wrapped themselves in their robes that they 
might fall decently,” but they have stood out like Eaglishmen 


PICCADIL LY. to assume their share in the responsibility and the peril, and 


to maintain their position as the twofold Estate of the 
realm, 

As frequently happens, the combatants abandoned the 
staked arena, and betook themselves to a larger field of battle. 
Earl Grey's amendment may be said to have fallen to pieces, 
Partly from indisposition, mainly from a tedious aad some- 





what feeble method of treating the subject, Lord Grey failed 
to obtain the ear of the House of Lords ; and it was remarked, 
towards the end of the second night’s debate, that his con- 
demnatory proposition had drifted away so far that no 
arguments touched it. This is not to be deplored; for, 
though much that Earl Grey urged was indubitably 
true, he did not endeavour to deal practically with a 
question which has long passed out of the atmosphere 
of theories. Nor was his amendment respectfal to the 
House of Commons, which has laboured too long over the 
measure, and made too many sacrifices for the sake of carry- 
ing it, to deserve that the result should be branded with a 
contemptuous sentence, We may feel satisfaction that the 
House of Lords was not inclined to come into moral collision 
with the House of Commons, and, by assenting to a dogmatic 
and offensive proposition, to make it almost impossible for the 
latter to accept any improvements which the Lords might 
adopt. The chances of success for a negotiation in private 
life would not be held to be increased by an open-mouthed 
declaration on the part of the agent on one side that all 
which the other had proposed was absurd and futile, but that 
he would try to sketch out something that might be a 
rational and permanent settlement, nor would the House of 
Commons have been without justification in refusing to listen 
to any amendments that were prefaced so discourteously, 

The amendment being virtually set aside, the Lords had to 
hear what was to be said on the personal question, The Karl 
of Derby's opening speech was by no means one of his best 
performances; but he was characteristically frank in his 
avowal of the reason which had decided him on taking up 
Reform, Twice before he had been called in to occupy the 
painful position of a stop-gap while the Liberals should adjust 
their dissensions and arrange a plan for turning him out 
again, He resolved that this should not happen a third time, 
and that, having again been put into office, he would carry 
the bill, which all agreed was necessary, but which no party 
had been able to pass. Earl Russell replied to this that he 
and his friends made no claim to a monopoly of the Reform 
question, and did not quarrel with the Earl of Derby for 
attempting to settle it; but they considéred, and he seemed to 
admit, that he had thought only of a Parliamentary success, and 
not of the good of the country, and it is hardly needful to say 
that Earl Russell clinched his allegation with the inevitable 
quotation from Dryden. Im this plea and rejoinder the 
personal question was, in trath, bound up; for Lord Gran- 
ville’s smart onslaught was rather a piece of rattling banter 
directed against Lord Derby’s behaviour towards other people 
than an examination of his attitude as a Conservative Badical, 
The question is before the country, and has been debated too 
often, with the substitution of Mr, Disraeli’s name for Lord 
Derby's, to make it necessary again to inquire whether the 
Conservative leaders were actuated by party or by patriotism. 
If the measure works tolerably well the country will not be 
very patient of accusation against them by those who tried to 
reform and failed; but if the democratic wave rises with toe 
menacing a sweep, we may be certain that the tactics of the 
Derbyites will be condemned with a retrospective anger for 
which they will do well to be prepared, The House of Lords, not 
habitually unmindful of the dignity of its principal members, 
at all events refused to express any conviction that the Con- 
servatives, in taking up Reform, had departed from their 
principles ; and we may give the Cabinet the benefit of this 
negative approbation by the territorial aristocracy, at a time 
when territorialism is thought to be in some peril. 

The speeches of Lords Carnarvon and Shaftesbury will be 
read with most interest, though for different reasons, The 
former stated the case against the measure with much fairness 
and temper ; but his strongest point was, of course, that whick 
occurs to all of us—namely, that the bill isa leapin the dark ; 
that we have nostatistics, and that we have few means of forming 
an opinion as to what we have done, But Lord Shaftesbury 
will not allow us to rest in such quiet as incertitude will 
permit. He is familiar with the class whom we propose to 
enfranchise, and he is not flattering in his character of those 
for whom he labours so benevolently, He allows them certain 
humble virtues, and especially asserts that they are affec- 
tionate and grateful. But their affection is for their owa 
order, and their gratitude never advances to the point at 
which the slightest sacrifice of selfish interest is made, The 
“residuum” cannot be properly educated in ten years; but 
in six months it can, and probably will, demolish everything 
that comes before it, The people are orderly, but very in- 
flammable, and can be led to anything by a clever demagogue. 
Such is the verdict of Lord Shaftesbury; and, whether we 
accept it or not, it is certain that few men have had more oppor- 
tunity of forming an unprejudiced judgment—or, rather,we may 
say, Lord Shaftesbury’s prejudices naturally go in favour of his 
favourite clients, To the other speeches the public will give 
the amount of attention which they respectively deserve, 
Lord Cairns’s ability was manifested, but there were features 
in the case which not even the skill of the most practised 
advocate can turn to his own account. On the whole, we may 
say that the Peers did not seem to convince one another, At 
the outget of these remarks we adverted to the individualism 
cultivated in the Senate, and this had its effect on the pro- 
ceedings; but, even allowing for this, their Lordships 
manifested a sense that, though it was due to themselves 
and to the country to discuss Reform in a large and 
grave way, the question bad got beyond the region of 
close debate, We are told that amendments are to 
be submitted, and it is urged that the redistribution 
clauses should be reconsidered, and an e Tort mate to incroase 
the strength of the counties at the expense of the smaller 
boroughs, Lord Derby has signified tat it is not his inten- 
tion to resist improvements, We await with some curiosity 
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the result of his invitation, and to see whether he intends to 
submit his measure to any manipulation similar to that which 
he complains was so “imperiously " forced upon Mr. Disraeli 
by the leader of Opposition in the Commons, One thing 


only is certain. There is no time to lose—we are all but 
in August.

The Royal Archological Institute Meeting, at Hull, will com- 
mence on Tuesday next ; of its programme we gave a sketch in our 
colomn for June 29, Among the excursions will be a visit to the 
Malton gravel beds, where, opportunely for archwological discussion, 
a stone axe has just been found 9 ft. deep. The Archbishop of York 
is president of the meeting. 

Althongh the Houses of Parliament were built under the super- 
vision of a Royal Commission, the results have been anything but 
satisfactory. First, the selection of the stones, for which purpose a 
commission was appointed, proved unfortunate ; and portions of the 
exterior of the buildings are now uader doctoring or indarating 
processes. We remember Dr. Reid's heating and ventilating battles, 
and his laboratory in the palace; ridiculed as he was, the Doctor 
found friends at the Thatched House meeting and elsewhere. 
However, Dr. Percy has simplified the ventilation, and shown 
much of the complaint explainable by temperament, which, 
by-the-way, reminds us of Dr. Reid’s theory of the convivialists 
at Edinburgh. The great clock and bells have prodaced much 
discord ; and there are sad disputes about the heraldic matters, which 
fall short of the jocular criticisms on the strange creatures on the 
Commons’ roof, Then, some of the frescoes proved experimental 
doubts; and there was a sort of historical fight got up about 
Cromwell's statue, And the Victoria Tower, which was intended for 
the deposit of records, is now shown by official evidence from the 
great building in Fetter-lane to be unfit for the purpose intended: 
complaints are rife with the anticipated fatigue of “getting up 
stairs” to fetch and carry the records hundreds of steps, for the 
tower itself is more than 500 ft. high, The complaints and criticisms 
have been, in many cases, very unfortunate as to figures: Mr. Hume's 
eccnomics, if we mistake not, foretold the entire cost of the houses 
at four millions of ap ; and a contemporary makes the “ remark- 
able error” of setting down an expenditure im the New Palace of 
“three millions and a half;” whereas Mr, Alfred Barry states 
“the whole actual expense to be a little under two millions.” The 
resent complaint is that the House of Commons is too small; 
Pat Mr. Barry shows that, the House being “emphatically a 
plece of business,” and the a attendance of mem 
comparatively small, and to have bailt a chamber to accom- 
modate the 658 members would have brought a complaint from 
the working menfbers that they were lost in a huge chamber. Then 
Sir Charles Barry is blamed for the “cavern,” which “was con- 
structed under authorities appointed independently of him, and only 
overthrown by his earnest protest when, for parposes of ventilation 
and heating. nearly one third of the whole cubical contents of the 
building had been absorbed.” ‘Then, to remedy “ supposed acoustic 
difficulties,” the chamber was altered, and its size and proportion 
ruined, But, still more important, the dimensions proposed for the 
Hovse of Commons in Sir Charles's original design were enormously 
in excess of those eventually provided. It was reduced, under the 
authorities of the House, to a size convenient for the average attendance 
of members, about 200, occasional hardship being thought preferable 
to constant inconvenience, It is but fair that the circumstances of 
the cate should be known, and the amount of the responsibility of 
the architect properly estimated. The impartial reader will, doubt- 
lees, perocive here the difficulties of “a divided duty.”

SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 

Two of the most interesting mechanisms shown in the Paris Exhi- 
bition, but which have only lately been put into operation, are the 
machines for the production of pulp for the manufac:ure of paper 
by grinding down wood. For some time 7 experiments have 
been in progress for the preparation of suc pulp from wood by a 
Gented ws rocess, which would dissever the lateral adhesion of the 
fibres without reducing their len But the contrivances to which 
we now refer are — S mechanical, The first of these machines 
the invention of H. Voelter, is constructed by Decker Brothers, of 
Wirtemberg. In this contrivance, short pieces of wood are pressed 
by appropriate mechanism against the rim of a large rotating stone, 
iike a grindstone, by which attrition the wood is rapidly ground 
down, svfficient water being suffered to flow upon the stone to car 
away the abraded icles, This water enters a tank in whic 
there is a cylindrical sieve revolving, which excludes all the coarse 
particles, but allows the fine to pass through a pipe or trunnion 
on which the sieve turns, The particles are next carried between 
two horizontal millstones, where | are ground finer with the 
aid of water; and the effluent flaid is then subjected to two or 
tbree cylindrical strainers like the first, but each in succession finer 
than the preceding, and the pulp caught by the coarser of these 
sieves is either returned to the milJstones, to be again ground, or is 
used for the manufacture of the coarser kinds of paper. The pulp, 
when brought to ite finest consistency, is mixed with about 
an equal weight of pulp from for the production of print- 
ing and writing papers. Most of the papers produced in Germany 
have a certain ion of wood pulp entering into their c»m- 
position. But in England the invention is little known. The 
second machine is an American invention, introduced into France 
by Montgolfier and Sons; and the principle on which it ac‘s is 
similar to that of the foregoing, only that a serrated disc of iron or 
steel rotating vertically between the serrated ends of a drum con- 
taining it is employed to abrate the wood instead of the grindstone 
and millstones introduced in the former case. These mechanism, 
are a'so suitable for the production of paper from straw. 

At a late yu Ay the French Academy of Sciences, M. St. 
Claire Deville described the analytic results obtained by M. Janssen, 
who bad been sent over to Santerino by the Minister of Public 
Inctruction to examine the flames of the volcano there with the 
—— scope. Hydrogen was found to be the chief component of 
these flames; but sodium, copper, chlorine, and carbon were alse 
discovered in them. 

It has long been known that electricity or galvanism is capable of 
generating mechanical power ; and, conversely, mechanical power is 
capable of generating electricity, as is done in Wilde’s maguecto- 
electric machines, where light or heat is generated by th: expendi- 
ture of ite equivalent in power. Electro-magnetic engines have not 
superseded the steam-engine simply because the zinc used iu th: 
one ia more expensive t the coal used ia the other. Bu‘ the 
reverse process of using power for the production of electricity is aa 
expedient which has already come into use in the arts, and which 
promises one con to find many still more important applisatioss 
than it has already received. One important featare of men | 
as & prime mover is that its equivalent power can be proluced wi: 
little waste; whereas in thermo-dynamic or heat engines, of 
whatever class, the waste is very great; and this distinction 
points to electricity as an important carrier of power, which 
will be, in ng! cases, more economical and mach less cumbrous 
than shafts, belts, or hydraulic apparatus. Thus, for instance, ia 
working railway trains in tunnels, an engine situated at a distance 
may be made to transform its whole power into electricity, which 
may be easily transmitted to an electro-motive engine .attached to 
the train, whereby the oa Spe may be effected with litle waste, 
Indeed, it is not impossible that such a system may come in‘o use for 
propelling all trains upon railways, whereby the motive forve will be 
urnished by stationary engines set along the line and the losom sive 
be discarded. The only use to which this method of generating 
electricity is CS gp applied is the production of electric lights for 
light » if necessary, the electricity may be led througha 
cable toa t-ship or lighthouse in the middle of the sea, while the 
mechanism itself is situated on the mainland.

To the numerous * spectacies"’ of the present month has bees ad led 
one in the House of Caaie which, though not novel, has not been of 
late familiar. The second reading of the Reform Bill by the pzers 
naturally brovght about that almost gay scene in their cham>er 
which is peculiar to the Upper House, and to which Lord Redesdale 
once applied a naughty term, Probably no one would wish a better 
and more avimating audience than that to which the Earl of Derby 
rose, on Monday, to develop the latest phase of Liberaliam as 
illustrated by a ‘Tory Government. That he was quite equal to the 
occasion would, perhaps, be saying a little too muci; buat of 
him might well be said that which the uire of Marmioa 
eaid of the ancient warhorse of the Douglas—namely, that 


he showed “a matchless steed, though somewhat old.” There 
Was not much though some of the old fire and the hardinesa, 
almost recklessness, of assertion which won for him, in derision, from his 
now first lieutenant the title of the Prince Rapert of debate. The 
voice, never too mellow, has grown shrill; and a certa'n thickness 
of articulation—akin to that which is so marked in Lord Stanley, and 
which was kept down formerly by the rapidity and vigour of utter- 
ance— was apparent. Nevertheless, Lord Derby was palpably in his 
element, thoroughly enjoying the situation, notwithstanding the 
awkwardness which mixed with it. It is notable, however, that 


whereas in his opening and through the greater part of bis speech 
he was confident almost to defiance, when he came to wind up he 
condescended to atone of entreaty not usual with him. Perhaps 
he felt that he had not, after all, got the peers of his party in the 
hollow of his hand, and that what he anticipated of the course t» be 
taken by the Opposition was that it was one likely to be infectious, 
end might pass over to his own side, Anyway, it must be admitted 
that his address of two hours’ length wasa great physical and meatal 
effort, 

Though pompous and mouthy, Earl Grey is, in general, a tolerable 
elocutionis, so far at least as making himself heard is concerned ; 
but on thix occasion his powers seemed to have forsaken him, and he 
ep ke for some time like one oppressed with a sense of hopelessness. 
It may be that the knowledge that the support which he had expected 
for his amendment, and especially the desertion of Earl Russell, of 
which he spoke afterwards in that regard, had upset him. At any 
rate, afier proceeding for an unconscionable time at the compound 
houschokier, he fairly broke down, and left his speech like the ua- 
finished shell of a building. This may have disarranged the 

resciibed order of the debate; for Lord Ravens vorth, who can 

ardly Le coneidered as carrying metal heavy enough to emite even 
Earl Grey, intervened, and in his prim way presented an embodiment 
of the copverted Tory peer. The effect of certain demands recently made 
on the Lords toshow that they really have something in them was ap- 
parent through the whole debate ; and it was very svon that the call 
which was made for the “ young blood” of the House was responded 
to, avd the discussion rather fell iuato the hands of neophytes. For 
instance, there were the Earl of Morley, who is young, and the Earl 
of Camperdown, who is very young, speaking, the former modestly, 
and the latter, notwithstanding that his antecsdents must have been 
at least Whiggish, if not Liberal, strutting and fretting and fuming 
from a high anti-democratic point of view. In the category of the 

ouths ove would be almost inclined to place the Duke of Rutland, 

irth-cates in Burke aud Debrett notwithstanding; and this on 
account of the character of his style of speaking. ‘Lo be sure, here 
he bad a difficult task to perform in asserting his own uawaveriag 
principles, while he avoided an implied unfraternal condemna‘ion 
of Loid John Manners, who is ostensibly a party to the Govern- 
ment measure. Certainly, there can be no reason why the Earl of 
Carnarvon should not be set down amongst the younglings ; for, 
notwithstandiug that he has acquired some reputation for statesma1- 
ship and administrative ability, “look at his face and you forget it 
all.” When a nobleman whose figure and aspect are by no means 
manly, whose voice is delicate, and his utterauce contiaually inter- 
rupted by a little hacking cough, which comes on, unfortuaately, 
just at thecritical moment when a point is to be made, sets about a 
philippic, the attempt is somewhat hazardous. Nevertheless, Lord 
Warnarvon having succeeded in storing up a certain amouat of oitter- 
ness agsinet his late dear friends in his heart, was, on the waole, 
succersiul in pouring it out with his tongue; and, once 
and osgain, he so rose to the height of his intentions 
that Le might have seemed, by a nearsighted person, to have been 
as near to six feet in height as he actually is to five. His sketch 
of Mr. Disraeli—prompted, probably, by the presence of that gen- 
tleman, looking decidecly radiant, and surveying the House in a 
rather »atronising manner from the steps of the throne—was really 
quite a our de force, and told immensely ; in fact, Lord Caraarvon 
put his mark on the debate, and his speech became the pivot on 
which, to a great degree, it afterwards turned. The next “ youth” 
wa> the danntless Ear] Beauchamp, who, as Mr. Lygon and a younger 
gon had ecquired a knack of never showing reverence for any Par- 
liament man at least, and his smooth self-confidence—we had alm ost 
eaid insolence—was very useful in lessening the effect of Lord 
Carnarvon'’s sarcastic reproaches. With him the “young blood” 


ceased to flow, and it was left for Lord Granville to open 
the first parallel in the attack of the Opposition. ne 
good-hvmonred irony, of which he has a fund, was, of 


courte drawn upon, but not too unsparingly ; for, with all his defects 
of manner end utterance, Lord Granville 1s a skilful debater, and 
krows well the temper of the House he addresses, The courtesies 
of debate obviously required that he should have a weighty suc- 
ceseor ; eo ove of the phalanx of Dukes which is embodied in the 
Government was pat up, and his Grace of Marlborough rendered 
hime lf. Of course, he spoke with the same air of conscientiousneas 
that belongs to him when he is platform-pleading for the heathen ; 
and be was, of course, unctuous in his committal of the issue of the 
great political experiment to Providence. When he finished, the 
peers bad bad enough for that time; and so the further heariag was 
pestpened till the next night. 

Then came a tremendous uplifting of the voice from the 
Earl of Shaftesbury agaiust the measure; and few would have sap- 
poced that, on a political question at least, he could have showa 
ibat he bad so much blood in him. Acurious part of his speech was 
that be, being particularly acquainted with the class to which the 
franchise is to be extended, believes it to be still a dangerous class — 
from his religio-social reforming point of view. Perhaps the Lord 
Chancellor did not feel very distressed at once more assuming the 


function which he used so well to di of making out a good 
case; while as to the Duke of Argyll, he outdid himeelf ia 
carrying out his mission of crushing the Earl of Darby;

Althongh the Duke of Richmond had done what he could, 
notil Lord Cairne rose there been no positive defeuace 
of the bill; almost all bad been criticiem of the measure and 
eneera at the tergiversation of the Government, and this had been 
well done enough, Now, with asubtle mixtare of Chancery and 
House of Commors argumentation, this sage of polities and the law,

quarters; and thet while his own adherents, so to speak, un- 
attached, had combined with the Opposition proper to ¢mdema it, 
not a vote was to be given against it.

THE REFORM BILL. 

The Houre met at five o'clock. There was a large attendance of peers, 
especially on the Ministerial benches, the leaders of both sides being early 
in their places. Many distinguished bers of the House of Commons 
were grouped around throne and also below the bar, while the small side 
galleries set apart for the Commons on great occasions were likewise filled. 
The peeresees’ galleries were occupied by a numero us and brilliant gathering 
of privileged ladies ; and the ordinary strangers’ galleries were crowded to 
their utmost capacity. 

The Earl of Derby moved the second reading of the Representation of the 
People Bill. He began by remarking upon the favourable contrast which 
the present time offered for a consideration of our representative system to 
the period of 1832, when public feeling was strongly excited, and when the 
change proposed was almost a revolution in respect of the distribution of 
political power. Expressing his conviction that the Reform Act had operated 
beneficially, be pointed out that, passed, as it had been, ander the influence 
of strong political passion, many points had not then received the full con- 
sideration they deserved. Reminding Earl Russell of his suggestions of 
* finality,” and twitting him with the reopening of the Reform 
question in 1852, the Earl of Derby referred to the various 
measures con the subject which had been proposel by successive 
Governments, and, commenting upon that submitted in 1864, attri- 
buted the breaking up of the late Government to the impradence 
of Mr. Gladstone, who insisted upon the bill being carried as he had proposed 
it. The late Ministry having been defeated, and having resigned, the noble 
Earl cnid he accepted office with a determination to do his best to settle the 
long-mooted question of Parliamentary Reform, to which the Conservative 
party had never offered any obstinate resistance, as he showed from the fact 
that on no occasion had they opposed the second reading of bills relating to 
that subject, while in 1859 Earl Russell by his amendment defeated the 
second reading ; and again in the present year Mr. Gladstone had desired to 
contest the same stege. Coming to the bill iteelf, the Earl of Derby explained 
the various changes of procedure adopted as the result of a fixed desire to 
setile the question, and with respect to what he regarded as the main feature 
of the bill—the borough franchise—he said that, after the resolution of the 
House of Commons in 1859 that the £10 limit should be reduced, he thought, 
with Mr. Henley and Sir R. Palmer, that there could be no safe halting-ground 
between that figure and household suffrage accompanied with residence and 
payment of rates, which was but recurring to the old scot-and-lot system 
that had prevailed anterior to t'e Reform Act. Having explained the 
clavses abolishing the pound h holder, and expressed a regret that 
the House of Cx bad not d to allow agreements between 
landlords and tenants, whereby the former would pay the rates, and the 
latter should receive his right to the franchise—he referred to the lodger 
clause, which he thought would not produce any very large addition to the 
total constituencies. After stating the changes in the county franchise, he 
proceeded to justify the redistribution scheme, which, he admitted, was not 
#0 extensive as the enfranchising portion of the bill; and designedly so, as 
the Government had sought to enfranchise as much, and to disfranchise as 
little, as poesible. He regarded it as undesirable that small boroughs should 
be completely disfranchised, and he regretted that the House of Commons 
had declined to assent to the proposed system of voting-papers. In con- 
clusion, he adverted to the threatened amendment of Earl Grey, which he 
minntely criticised, contending that it was unnecessary, and that its adoption 
might retard the settlement of a long-pending agitation, and affront the 
other House by rejecting a bill which it had unanim: agreed to. 

Ear] Grey said it was necessary, before they went into Oommittes, that 
they should fully understand the character the measure. The bill, he 
considered, was in no way calculated to settle the Reform question. His 
object was not to defeat the bill, dangerous as he considered it, out to amend 
it in Committee ; and, so far from this course being an insult to the House 
of Commons, he believed that three fourths of that assembly would agree 
with him. The noble Earl then proceeded to minute adverse criticiams of 
the provisions of the bill, which he contended were of a most democratic 
character ; but bis voice could be , and towards the close he 
exhibited signs of great physical weakness. He concluded by moving an 
amendment to the effect that the bill would not effect a permanent settle- 
nent of the question. but that the House, recognising the urgent necessity 
for the passing of a bill to amend the representation, would not refuse the 
second reading of the bill, in the hope that it might be amended in its future 
steges. 

Lord Ravensworth thought the noble Earl might well have taken the 
opinion of their Lordships on the first or on the second part of his amend- 
ment, but not on both together, for they were inconsistent. He supported 
the bill, thinking that it would settle the question for a long time, but he 
must say that he feared it would increase the expense of elections and 
increase mpeg 4 

The Earl of Morley expressed his surprise at this being called a Conserva- 
tive measure, and said he saw nothing Conservative in it, except that the 
lower class of voters being the least intelligent would probably be the mest 
Conservative. He regretred that the moderate bill of last year was rejected. 

Lord Stratford de Redcliffe considered the amendment inappropriate w the 
occasion, and that it cast a censure on the other branch of the Legislature. 
There was a necessity for passing the bill which no statesman could overlook. 

The Duke of Rutland could not give a cordial support to this measure. 
Fe thought they shonld have waited till the Commission on Trades Unions 
bad concluded their labours, and that education was not sufficiently extended 
for such a measure. He thought, however, that if they gave up the £10 
franchise there was no safe resting-place till they got to household suffrage. 
But this bill was a totally distinct bill from the one that was proposed. 
by one all the safeguards had been abandoned. He hoped their Lordshi 
wonld send the bill back to the House of Commons decently clothed with the 
securities that formerly guarded it. 

Lord Camperdown sapported the bill; but predicted that the compounder 
would rise like a phoenix from his ashes. 

Tbe Earl of Carnarvon complained that they were called upon to legislate 
without any information whatever as to the effects of the measure. A 
wholesale transfer of power from one class to another was a revolution, and 
that he considered would be the effect of this bill.

THE REFORM BILL. 


The adjourned debate on the Representation of the People Bill was 
resumed by 

The Earl of Shaftesbury, who said he looked upon Reform as inevit ble; 
but he thought they should have gone on by steps, and he shoald have liked 
to have seen the franchise bestowed as a reward for honesty and industry. 
He believed Mr. Gladstone's bill of last year would have been accepted with 
satisfaction by the people. He did not think this would be. Mr. Gladstone's 
bill would have been gradual in its effects; this bill dragged them to the 
edge of the Tarpeian rock and threw them over like criminals, Ministers 
said they had come to bh hold suffrage b they were sure of coming 
to it at last. There could be no doubt of that ; but why were they to jump out of 
the window when they could walk out of the door? He held that hoasehold 
suffrage was no resting-place whatever. The introduction of the lodger 
franchise affirmed the principle that the franchise was a right rather than 
a trust, It contemplated the voter simply as a man, and not as a man con- 
nected with his duties as a citizen. Then he believed ther: would be aa 
agitation to reduce the lodger qualification from 4s, a week to %s. 6d., and 
that brought them almost to universal suffrage. He believed that a House of 
Commons elected by the preponderating class would be dangerous to the old 
institutions of the country, and that it would act prejudiclally to the Estab- 
lished Church. That House might resist some violent and unjust measure, 
but would soon be told that the people were to govern, and not a set of he- 
reditary peers. He did not think that their Lordships would be put out of 
existence by a violent act, but they would be made to disap car with th» 
elegant coftness of a dissolving view. Beyond these there we e questions of 
social importance which would be —questions as t) the relations of 
capital and labour, and the accumulation of property in privates hands. As 
to the redistribution scheme, he was satisfied it must be reope red. All this 
tended to a Republic. Everything in the present day was gigaitic. They 
had gigantic ships, gigantic com and he was atraid they woa'l have a 
gigentic downfall. In the meanwhile let them indulge their imag oations 
and picture to themselves the rising out of this wreck of British ius:itacions 
the glorious pheenix of conservative democracy.

In the year 1866, 175 acting masters and 164 mistresses 
presented themselves for ex: tion with a view to 
obtaining a certificate, and 85 per cent of the masters and 
75 per cent of the mistresses passed. The report notices 
that the profession is not a badly paid one, considering 
ite respectability, its comparative certainty, and that it 
is open to the child of any labourer upon no harder terms 
than consist in foregoing higher wages and submitting to 
a good deal of moral restraint between the twelfth and 
twenty-first year. The average income of a certificated 
school master is shown to be £87 a year, the majority living 
rent-free besides. If, then, the colleges for masters are 
at present but two thirds full, the calling will, doubtless, 
recover iteelf in time, “ subject always to the question 
whether the cheaper labour of school mistresses is not 
likely to be found sufficient in a large, if not the larger 
part of the country which remains two be provided with 
education.” 

The report has to acknowledge that the general results 
of the examinations continue to show too backward a 
state of instruction. Only 664,005 day scholars were 
qualified by the 200 attendances within the year, and were 
judged by the managers to be qualified by attainments for 
examinations at all, where 803,177 were qualified by age. 
Only 97,364 passed without failure above Standard IIL, 
where 264,231, being over ten years of age, ought to have 
done so ; the difference marking nearly two thirds passing 
out of school to work with less of elementary knowledge 
than Standard IV., denotes—writing from dictation a 
eentence from a more advanced book used in the school, 
reading a short paragraph from the book, and working a 
sum in compound rules (money). 

Arithmetic continues to be the subject in which least 
success is obtained. A number of schools selected from 
all districts as fairly representative examples show these 
results :—In 643 boys’ schoola, with an average attendance 
of 71,196, 57,086 (80 per cent) were examined in arith- 
metic, and 45,584, or not quite 80 per cent, passed ; and in 
643 girls’ echools, with an average attendance of 56,220, 
39,589 (70 per cent) were examined in arithmetic, and 
29,931, or 73 per cent, passed. There is, perhaps, no 
attainment more likely to be generally usefal in daily life 
than mental arithmetic.

St. John Mildmay, secretary of the 
association; they were called up 
in turn, and received their prizes 
from the hands of the Princess. 
Some of the prizes, indeed, were 
of such bulk and weight that she 
could only point at them—the 
Elcho challenge shield, for in- 
stance, which the English eight 
carried off upon their shoulders ; 
and the China challen vase, 
four feet high, won by the West 
Yorkshire corps. The procession 
of successful marksmen ended 
with the winner of the Queen's 
prize and gold medal of the asso- 
ciation for this year, whe is Mr.

On Monday morning the 
major part left London, They went on board 
eight steam-boate, at Westminster Bridge, and 
passed down the river, amidst the vociferous 
acclamations of an enormous multitude of people 
on the bridges and in the streets overlooking the 
Thames. Having arrived at Gravesend, they 
embarked in the transport-ship Serapis, which con- 
veyed them safely to Antwerp. The challenge cup 
of which we have spoken is one manufactured by 
Mr. Lambert, of ventry-street; and is of an 
elegant classical design, as shown by our 
Tilustration. 


THE SULTAN AT GUILDHALL, 


THE visit of the Sultan of Turkey to the Corpora- 
tion of the city of London at Guildhall, on Thurs- 
day yeek, was briefly mentioned in our last, His 
Impefial Majesty, with his son and nephews and 
Fuad Pacha, and the rest of his Court, went 
from Buckingham Palace to King-street, Cheap- 
side, in several carriages of state, with an escort 
of Horse Guards, about seven o'clock. The 
Prince of Wales and other illustrious guests ar- 
rived soon afterwards, They alighted at the 
portico of a handsome temporary pavilion, or hall 
of reception, built over the forecourt in front of Guildhall, by the 
City architect, Mr. Horace Jones, 

The fagade of this pavilion was 120 ft. in length, presenting a 
double colonnade, with statues between the columns, and surmounted 
by a pediment and panels filled with statuary, the work of Mr, D, 
Brucciani. The reception-hall itself, 54 ft. wide, 90ft. long, and 
22 ft. high, was supported by Ionic pillars, and decorated in cream- 
colour, white, and gold ; with mirrors and chandeliers, fountains and 
vases of flowers. At each corner was a staircase leading to the 
supper-rooms, one of which was immediately over the reception-hall, 
and the uthers above the courts of law. The Guildhall itself was 
not specially decorated, but a large dais, 50 ft by 36 ft., was erected 
at the east end, around which was hung an arras of crimson velvet, 
powdered with crescents and stars to the height of 16 ft. The courts 
of law, both on the north and south sides, were fitted up as refresh- 
ment-rooms. The Council-chamber was the grand banqueting- 
room, adorned with a splendid array of gold and silver plate 
lent by the various City companies, In the centre was a sun- 
light of cut glass, with prismatic lanterns, made by Messrs. Osler.

MISS BURDETT COUTTS'S 
ENTERTAINMENT OF THE BELGIANS. 


THe liberal hospitality of Miss Burdett Coutts 
displayed, on Friday week, by the entertainment 
of more than two thousand of the Belgian rifle 
volunteers, with about five hundred other guesta, 
in the pleasant grounds of her suburban villa, 
Holly fodge, Highgate, deserves a particular 
record, and is the subject of one of our [llustrations. That 
excellent lady, we are all aware, has a way of doing kind things on 
the largest scale, and in the most enterprising spirit, beyond the con- 
ception of ordinary patrons or hosts dealing with their own private 
resources ; but her original intention, announced in May, was to pro- 
vide for the reception, probably, of about six hundred foreign visitors, 
that being the force then estimated of the coming invasion from 
Antwerp. When she was told,a few weeks since, that the actual 
number would be a thousand, she was not all daunted by the pros- 
pect ; and when she learnt that there would be more than twice as 
many, she instantly rearran all her plans, and ordered three large 
marquees, instead of one, to be set up on her lawn for their accom- 
modation, and bravely undertook the commissariat provision for a 
small army. The result was a glorious success. The whole brigade 
of Belgians assembled, at one o'clock, at the Cumberland Barracks 
of the G in Albany-street, Regent's Park, under the command 
of Colonel Grégoire, who was on horseback, with the officers of his 
staff.

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THE SULTAN’S BALL AT THE INDIA OFFICE, 


THE magnificent ball vr to the Sultan of Turkey by the Secretary 
of State for India, on Friday week, at the new building of the India 
Office, adjoining the new Foreign Office, in Westminster, was the 
crewning festivity of the season. This building, of which an Illus- 
tration appeared in our Journal some months ago, had scarcely been 
finished, and is not yet ready for occupation. It was a happy thought 
of Mr. Digby Wyatt, the architect, to c-nvert the inner quadrangle 
or court-yard into a ball-room, 120 ft. long by 60 ft. wide, covering it 
with a temporary roof of waterproof material stretched on wire 
ropes across that space. The decorations arranged with ~~ 
skil!, by Mr. Orace, of Wigmore-street, were superb. and in 
exq" site taste. The chief architectural features of the building, in 
this uadrangle, are the surrounding arcades, supported by columns 
of grey marble and polished granite, with arched openings up to the 
second story, with the elegant stone balustrade, richly carved, sur- 
mounting the edifice. These arcades, forming a lofty gallery all 
round the tempo ball-room, were deapel with curtains of 
crimson velvet, embroidered with gold. In every arch was sus- 
pended a large gilt basket filled with creeping plants and flowers. 
Above these were displayed alternate red and blue standards, the blue 
inscribed with the monogram V. R., and the red bearing the cipher 
of Abdul Aziz, with the crescent. The ceiling, which was flat, was 
beautifully ornamented in blue, red, and = Twenty chandeliers 
lighted with gas at the upper part, but with wax candles at the lower 
art, snd having clusters of cut glass prisms, festooned with artificial 
Bowen, were suspended from the ceiling; at the sides of the room 
were lofty candelabra, placed in front of immense mirrors. The 
council-room, one of the noblest apartments in the new building, 
with its finely carved mantelpiece, was prepared for the Sultan’s 
supper-room, its walls being hung with gorgeous draperies, and its 
tables laid with a matchless display of massive golden plate, lent by 
the Queen from Windsor Castle and the other Royal palaces, besides 
the huge golden tiger's head and shoulders, four times the natural 
size, which formerly belonged to Tippoo Sahib, of Mysore. 
Every article of plate on the table in this room was of gold, in- 
cluding nine dozen soup-plates and twice as many supper-plates ; and 
all the knives and forks. Many of the gold vases, salvers, and 
shields were of antique Italian workmanship, and of much historical 
interest. The supper-rooms for the general company, though, of 
course, less splendidly furnished, were provided with every luxury.
